Training For New Jobs 


In a statement issued by the 
United States Civil Service Com- 
mission, it is said that the rehab- 
liitation branch of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education 
has nearly 50,000 men in training 
to overcome the handicaps re- 
sulting from war injuries and 
thereby to become again self- -sup- 
porting.
